The truck broke through the guardrail and 
fell 12 feet to the ground, coming to a rest on 
the passenger side, with the front of the 
pickup facing south, about three feet north of 
a concrete wall, ISP authorities said. 


Soulivong was taken to a Granite Cit: 
funeral home, and private services are pend- 
ing. \ 
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ing the Taracorp site near the 
Granite City-Madison border and 
from alleys in Venice where con- 
taminated material was used as 
paving material and areas in 
Eagle Park where the material 
was used as fill.

He 
said the combined ‘“‘cap’’ would 
have the effect of repelling 
water and running it away from 
the pile, keeping it from spread- 
ing the contamination to the 
groundwater. 

*‘Actually, there has been little 

contaminant spread to date 

because of a clay layer located 

I under the pile,” Bradley said. “‘I 
don’t think it’s anything that was put there intentionally, but the 

clay has kept it from seeping into the groundwater.’’ 

Both the groundwater and air around the pile will continue to 

‘}be monitored for contamination, Bradley said, and the cap over 
the pile will be inspected every five years. 

“‘The way it works in actual practice is the cap will be check- 

—ed very_closely for the first couple of years and then it will go to 

)\ the five-year plan,” Bradley said.

Bradley said, and the attention a massive cleanup will bring to

Men and women, 18 years old and over, are being encouraged 
to apply for auxiliary police membership, the coordinator said. 

Anyone with a Granite City mailing address, including resi- 
dents of Pontoon Beach, Mitchell and rural areas, can apply. w 

Applications are available at the Granite City Police Depart- 
ment, 2330 Madison Ave., from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. 

Candidates will be trained by certified police officers in the use 
of firearms during a 40-hour course, Wade said. 

Other training will consist of first-aid, CPR (cardio pulmonary 
resuscitation), use of emergency vehicles, radio operations, 
emergency response and traffic control. 

Auxili officers currently are participating ina “ride-along”’ 
_program in which they ride with police department members. 
This training enables auxiliary members to better understand 
procedures during actual emergency situations, Wade said. 

Applicants should be high school graduates or have a GED 
(general education development) equivalency certificate. Each 
must havé a valid driver’s license. 

Background checks of prospective candidates will be made and 
felons will not be accepted, Wade said. 

Residents who have mechanical aptitude and are willing to 
help with the maintenance of equipment would be an especially 

icome addition at this time, she said. 

‘Auxiliary officers supplement police officers by assisting 
during all types of disasters and emergencies when additional 
trained persons are essential. The auxiliary also helps police 
officers with traffic control at high school football and basketball

Balance needed on board 


In seeking a legal ruling on how school board members 
sheuld be elected, the District 9 Board of Education has 
preperly moved a politieal hot potato out of the board room 
and into the court room where it belongs. 

At issue is whether board members should be elected “‘at 
large’ —- that is, from anywhere in the school district — or 
if they must be elected based on residency in inco: rated/ 
unincorporated areas. ‘‘At large’”’ elections would be better. 

Prior to last November’s school election, several candi- 
dates told us that the method for electing board members 
was unfair. Currently, at least two of the seven members on 
the-board must reside in unincorporated areas of the school 





district. Taken at face value, that means 28.5 percent of the. 


béard must live in non-incorporated areas. 

But does that reflect the balance of the district? Do almost 
one-third of the District 9 students live outside of a municipal 
boundary? We find this unlikely, although the school district 
couldn’t tell us the exact. numbers. However, with the 
expansion of Granite City and Pontoon Beach in the last 
séveral years, there is obviously a lot less unincorporated 
area than there was. 

So, as the tential for eligible candidates from the’ 
unincorporated sector decreases, it begins to make more 
sense to elect candidates from the district as a whole. 
Theoretically the residential factor should not be a part of the 
edtcational decision-making process anyway, though the 
problems of some areas are indeed different than others. 
Busing, for-one. 

The District 9 school board has directed its attorney to seek 
a declaratory judgment on the way the board is elected. To 
avpid appearances of politics, members waited until after 
the election to pursue this, which was wise. 

Now that the issue has been generated, the board should 
waste no time seeing it to a proper conclusion. 


Time vital to stadium plan 


The convention center/stadium proposal in downtown St. 
Louis has focused in mid-January on opposition by City 
Comptroller Virvus Jones, but the issue is much broader than 
one individual. 

The plan calls for a minority role of at least 15 percent in 
the construction; Jones favors 40 percent. Whether 15, 40 or 
some figure in between eventually prevails, it is important 
that the project be preserved. 

If Jones persists in delaying signing checks and contracts 
on this and a number of other city expenses, it seems likely 
that the courts will authorize an alternate signature by some 
other official; an unwillingness to act is not unsolvable. 

What is important is that St. Louis County voters approve 
doubling the 3.5-percent hotel-motel tax there in an election 
this winter, and that St. Louis aldermen authorize city 
participation in the stadium plan, which does not involve a 
city tax increase. 

In a nutshell, payments on the project’s construction bonds 
would be limited to $20 million annually for up to 30 years, the 
state paying $10 million annually and St. Louis city and 
county each paying $5 million a year. In addition: 

‘eIhe state, city and county would provide a total of $4 
miflion annually for a special fund to maintain the convention 
cénter. The state would agree to give half the amount, with 
the city and county splitting the balance. 

The St. Louis Regional Convention and Sports Complex 
Authority, an 11-member state agency, would be created to 
buy the land, construct the project and issue the bonds. 

®The sports authority would own the 175,000-square-foot 
stadium/convention addition. 

®The St. Louis Convention and Visitors Commission would 
promote, market and manage the entire convention center, 

including the stadium addition and 916,000 square feet of 
center space that will be completed by 1992. 

It all sounds complicated, but the key facts are: 

44) There is three-way agreement on the financing and 
operation of a large convention center complete with a 
70,000-seat enclosed arena. 

€2) Such facilities not only could house football and other 
sports events but also could enable St. Louis to compete for 
the nation’s largest meetings, tournaments, conventions and 
concerts.

for state hearing

GRANITE CITY — Lisa Felton has something 
to tell the EPA and can hardly wait until Feb. 8. 

“If something isn’t done, I’m going to get an 
attorney,’’ said the woman as she stared across 
State Street at the hazardous Taracorp lead pile. 
| Lisa, her husband Bill, and many other neigh- 
bors have lived in a shadow of fear for several 
years, ever since learning of the hazards in their 
midst. At 7 p.m. Feb. 8 they'll get the chance to 
Say something when the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency holds a public hearing at Gran- 
ite City. Township Hall-to-solicit comments on the 
lead pile in the 1500 block of State Street. - 

The U.S. EPA said soil within a half-mile radius 
of the Taracorp site contains triple the amount of. 
lead allowed under federal standards. A 250,000-ton 

ile of lead waste at the site measures 40 times 

e federal limit. ~ 

The EPA-also said several alleys in Venice are 
contaminated with lead used as paving filler years 
ago. The agency recommends consolidating all the 
lead contamination in the area into the Taracorp 
pile and securing the area. . 

State and federal: officials have known since 1982 
that high lead levels existed in the area. Taracorp 
was found to be the primary source of airborne 
lead pollution in the area. The company filed for 
bankruptcy in December 1982 after it was denied a 
permit for lead smelting. 

Opponents of toxic ‘waste repositories usually 
subscribe, in some part at least, to an attitude that 
many call the NIMBY syndrome: ‘‘Not In My 
Back Yard.” 

Proponents of gathering together the millions of 
tons of various toxic wastes — and thus reducing 
the hazard to those who could be affected by living 
near the wastes — criticize those who subscribe to 
the NIMBY mindset. 

The' debate rages on, with no end in sight. Of 
1,224 sites on the Superfund list of sites to be 
cleaned “up, just 27 have been cleaned up. Critics, 
in Congress and out, call the program a fiasco. 

Just about everybody, seemingly, thinks some- 
thing should be done about hazardous waste sites, 
but apparently nobody can agree what. 

Part of the problem is how to balance various 
methods of cleanup with the costs involved. 

Do you clean it. all up and cart it off some 
where — at.tremendous expense? And what com- 
munity will take it, in light of ‘the NIMBY syn- 
drome? Or do you cordon off the area and 
surround the wastes with a more-or-less imperme- 





able barrier, at considerably lesser cost? 

The IEPA estimates cleanup costs at the Tara- 
corp site as high as $50 million. 

Lisa Felton lives in the 1400 block of State and 
will have-plenty to say at the hearing. 

“Tm furious about it,” Felton said. She seethes 
while the politicians and bureaucrats debate.

“It’s in my front yard!” she said. 

She and her husband, Bill, have lived at 1406 
State St. since 1975. She recently had a tumor 
removed from one lung, and she thinks i 
have been caused by exposure to lead, 
she said her doctors told her it wasn’t. 

“It’s unfair to the people,”’ Felton said. “‘I don’t 
think the city should be sued. I think the company 
should be sued.”” 

In fact, the company that operated the smelter 
before Taracorp, NL Industries, has been sued, by 
the U.S. and Illinois EPAs. The vast majority of 
the pile was accumulated under past ownership. 

Under an agreement between NL Industries and 
the environmental agencies, the company commis- 
sioned an investigation by an outside consulting 
firm. investigation concluded that the lead 
pile poses no significant health risk. 

The environmental agencies rejected the report. 

Taracorp Inc., which purchased the-company 
from NL Industries, lost its state permit for be 
smelting in 1982, after it was found by the IEPA to 
be the primary source of airborne lead pollution. 

The company still is in business, but it no longer 
does smelting. It has about 140 employees, said 
General Manager Tony Lindsey. It recasts lead 
ingots into various forms, he said. 

The Feltons own their house and a business next 
door. They wonder if they’ll be able to sell either 
when it comes time to retire. 

“(Look what we've got tied up here,’’ Lisa Felton 
said. “All of a sudden we find out this (the lead 
pile) is here. 

“I’m 69. I’d like to spend a few “more years in 
peace and quiet, but it doesn’t look like it’s going 
to be here,’’ she said. 

The problem is, who would buy it? 

“You can’t sell the property, no matter how 
many improvements you’ve made,” she said. 

The IEPA took soil samples from the Feltons’ 
property. Lisa Felton would not say what the 
agency found, but said the results were “‘enough to 
make me furious.”’ 

Bill Felton used to grow produce in a garden om 
the property. He’s afraid to now. He points to 
several trees in the front of his property. They 
appear to be stunted and growing crooked. 

“Everything I plant out there dies,”’ he said. He 
wonders if lead contamination is to blame. 

Never mind the trees, said Lisa. “How much 
damage has the lead done to us in 15 years?” 

And she points out that her neighbors have two 
small children. The EPA said exposure to lead can 
cause anemia and behavioral disorders in chil- 
dren, and may prevent the brain from developing. 

The federal and state EPAs rejected two blood- 
level studies of nearby residents conducted by the 
Department of Public Health. The studies found no 
unacceptable lead levels. But the agencies said the 
studies of 97 residents did not include enough peo- 
ple and were conducted at the wrong time of 
year — winter, when children play less outside.

Cleanups can be financed directly from the fund, with the 
costs to be reclaimed later from the liable companies through 
lawsuits. Or, if the compahies cooperate, costs can be recev- 


ered in advance. 


Residents living near Superfund sites tend to want every bit 
of the contamination cleaned up. The most thorough method is 
incineration, an expensive proposition that virtually all the 
experts say would quickly deplete the fund. This is the most 


expensive solution. 


For economic reasons, the EPA tends to favor what it calls 
“cap and contain” — packing clay and synthetic materials 
around the site to keep it from contaminating the surrounding 
environment. This is the cheapest solution. 

Between these two extremes are a number of experimental 
options, such as chemical-munching microbes, and ‘‘washing,”’ 
deluging a site with water and treating the runoff. These

MADISON — The long flight to the Soviet Union may just bea 
dry run for two local girls who hope to have careers in the air.

has been paved. Lead contami- 
nants fal on asphalt or con- 
crete would long ago have 
washed away, according to the 
EPA’s Brad Bradley. 

But because the contamination 
around Taracorp took place over 
a time period stretching back 
almost to the beginning of the 
century, Bradley said it is possi- 
ble some of the soil underneath 
the asphalt or concrete is con- 
taminated. The EPA has not 
made any test borings to check 
that possibility, he said. 

What is the status of that con- 
ceiveably contaminated soil if it 
is exposed during redevelop- 
ment? 

“That’s a very interesting 
question,’’ Bradley said. ‘‘We. 
were unaware of the downtown 
renovation plan when we made 
the cleanup plan. 
somewhat of a legal question, as 
to-who would pay for it.” 

If the redevelopment takes: 
place while the cleanup is taking 
place, the soil could be disposed. 
of by adding it to the Taracorp 
pile as part of the present clean- 
up plan, Bradley said. 

But, he said, if the renovation 
takes place afterward, the EPA 
would have to pursue further 
legal agreements and disposal 
plans. 

Once the EPA completes its 
Superfund cleanup, Bradley said, 
the site is no longer listed as a 
national priority.
